Garner Given Texas’ 46 
Votes, While New York- 
er Adds Six More From 


Delaware.

WARM SPRING, Ga., May 24.—

Reichstag Committee 
Warns Poland and -Li- 
thuania To Respect Free 
City of Danzig. 


BY FREDERICK KUH._. 

BERLIN, May 24.—(UP)—The 
long-smouldering threat of trouble on 
the eastern frontier of Germany was 
brought into the open today when the 
reichstag foreign relations committee 
sharply warned Poland and Lithuania 
to keep “hands off” of the free city of 
Danzig and the territory of Memel. 

The committee, led by fascist depu- 
ties, passed a ‘resolution asking the 
government to take suitable precau- 
tions to prevent the violation of the 
rights of Germans living in the areas 
and to protect German interests. 

The government was requested to 
“leave no doubt in the mind of Po- 
land that the entire German hation 
would regard an attack on Danzig as 
an obslaught against Germany's vital 
right and would respond accordingly.” 

Another motion passed by the com- 
mittee. took nizance Chancel- 
lor Heinrich Bruenings assurances 
that interests of Germans in Memel 
and Danzig will be protected against 
ail encroachments, The vote was 11 
to 10 in the committee. 

The action of the committee: fol- 
lowed many press reports that Poland 
had initiated disturbing military ac- 
tivity along the eastern frontier and 
in the Danzig area. Some reports, 
which have been denied in both War- 
saw and Berlin, were to the effect that 
Poland planned to seize the important 
port of Danate. on the Baltic sea. 

Danzig, which was German before 
the war, was made a free city at the 

eace coiference. It has an area of 
(54 square miles and a population of 
407,000. e League of Nation ap- 
points the high commissioner. Dan- 
zig lies between East Prussia and the 
Polish corridor, _ 

The situation in Memel recently 
has been acute, although the last elec- 
tion gave the pro-German parties a 
majority and eased the tension. 

The reichstag foreign committee also 
passed a motion urging the govern- 
ment to hasten its efforts at ‘the Ge- 
neva disarmament conference in an 
attempt to establish equality of arma- 
ments as a basis for all further ne- 
gotiations. Germany was limited in 
arms by the Versailles treaty.

BERLIN, May 24.—(UP)—An up- 
roar of communist taunts hurled at 


the national socialists of Adolf Hit-g 


ler started the new Prussian diet on 
a stormy session today. 

The diet convened for what was ex- 
pected to be a perfunctory opening 
meeting, although a struggle for con- 
trol of the state of Prussia, largest 
unit in the German reich, lay ahead 
of it. It was opened by the aged Gen- 
eral Karl Litzman, senior member of 
the national socialist party, strongest 
faction in the diet. 

As the veteran mounted to the ros- 
trum and gave the fascist salute, to 
which the nazis responded, the com- 
munists shouted “Down! Down!” 

When General Litzman, contrary to 
expectations, failed to deliver a speech, 
the communists cried, “Hitler won't

BUT SELDOM DOES. 

The other day we settled. the ghast- 
ly autointoxication obsession, so far 
as the health of our readers is con- 
cerned, by showing that from the 
scientific point of view (physiology 
and pathology) injury or poisoning of 
the body by its own excretions is im- 
possible as long as one is able to be 
up and about. This is not an idle 
assertion. I make it only after many 
years of careful study of the questions 
involved, and I assure you I can’t af- 
ford to make rash assertions which 
competent medical critics or others 
may be able to refute. From time to 
time something I say or teach here 
does clash frightfully with the tra- 
ditional theory or belief of the general 
medical profession, particularly the 
older practitioner's view, and this 
naturally tempts a poor but honest 
doctor here and there to commit him- 
self a bit hastily upon my insanity. 
But nevertheless I go blithely on, 
abating my stand not more than a jot 
or tittle, for after all you see my 
assertion bears as much weight as the 
assertion of another doctor, unless he 


can bring to his support some scien- 


tific evidence, 

Today we crave to relieve the casual 
reader's mind ‘of another delusion 
which, I regret to say, is fostered by 
to many medical “authorities” who 
are in the habit of writing or speak- 
ing so much they lack the spare 
time for studying and thinking. The 
nasty little notion of autoinfection is 
the delusion scheduled for demolition 
today, doctors nd friends, 

It is a beautiful and most con- 
venient little trick, this autoinfection 
notion, and it helps to smooth the 
path for many of our foremost health 
authorities, federal, state or provincial 
and municipal, enables them to get out 
a lot of writing or speeches without 
the boredom of much studying or 
thinking. The only drawback about 
it is that no one has ever proved by 


qexperiment or even brought forward 


any scientific evidence to support the 
theory that an individual may be made 
ill by germs he habitually carries in 


jhis nose, throat or other body cavity. 


The peeuliar and characteristic ‘fact 
about known germ “carriers” (such 
as typhoid carriers or diphtheria car- 
riers) is that they themselves are im- 
mune to the germs they give off, but 
other persons may contract the dis- 
ease,

tack of appendicitis. A good doc- 
tor examined me and asked what 
I was going to do about it. He 
left it more or less to me whether 
I should have an operation. Am 
I more likely to get ruptured ap- 
endix than as though I had not 
ad this attack . ..? 
Answer—If I had one attack of 
appendicitis I should want to be ready 
for immediate operation as soon as a 
second attack developed. Indeed, I 
think the safest and most comfortable 
plan is to undergo operation imme- 
diately, if the diagnosis is clear, at 
the first attack. A second attack is 
quite likely to prove more dangerous,

SOCIALISTS DEMAND 
$10,000,000,000 AID 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 24.— 
(UP)—The national socialist party 
convention today demanded immediate 
federal appropriation of $10,000,000,- 
000 for unemployment relief and pub- 
lic works. Jn an eight-part platform, 
the party also asked repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment and_ recogni- 
tion of soviet Russia.

Thomas'to the presidency, includes 
several planks under each of eight 
general heads concerning unemploy- 
ment and labor legislation, social 
ownership, banking, taxation, agricul- 
ture, constitutional changes, civil lib- 
erties and international relations. 
Repeal of the eighteenth amendment 


was favored 81 to 71. The plank 
suggested government ownership of 
the liquor industry and state option. 
The proposals for $5,000,000,000 as 
direct government aid to the tunem- 
ployed, and an equal sum for public 
roads, reforestation, slum clearance 
and “decent homes,” were approved 
unanimously with minor amendments. 
Another plank declared for a limit- 
less moratorium on foreclosures and 
tax sales involving homes and farms 
occupied as homes. Other planks 
adopted without objection provided 
for old age pensions for men and 
women over 60; health and maternity 
insurance; improved systems of work- 
men’s compensation and accident in- 
surance; adequate minimum wage 
laws; abolition of child labor: ont- 
lawed “yellow dog” contracts and in- 
junctions in labor disputes: and so- 
cialization of mines, forests, power 
and oil resources, public utilities, 
transportation and communication,

Gives Prohibition Views. 

Declaring that it will always be 
his purpose to vote on the prohibition 
issue as the people of his district in- 
struct him, he set forth the follow- 
ing views on the liquor question > 

‘Tt seems to me that the time has 
come when prohibition will have to 
be considered an issue, both in our 
porliical campaigns and in our legis- 
‘tive programs. I am perfectly will- 
ing for the people of my state to 
instruct me how to vote with refer- 
ence to prohibition. My candid opin- 
ion is that no one should object to 
permitting the people to express them- 
selevs on this issue. I myself am 
democratic and am perfectly willing 
to bow to the will of the majority at 
all times. I personally believe that 
the people of each of the several 
states in the Union (not the state 
legislatures) should be accorded the 
inalienable right to decide this ques- 
tion for themselves. So long as the 
state of Georgia has on its statute 
books a prohibition law that is more 
drastic than the federal law on the 
subject, I take the position that Geor- 
gia congressmen are instructed by the 

ople of our state and the state legis- 
ature to support that law. I have 
therefore voted dry during this ses- 
sion of congress for those reasons.” 

Urges Economy. 

He said he voted against the for- 
eign debt moratorium, the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation and the 
manufacturers sales tax because he 
did not. believe a vote in favor of 
any one of these measures to be in 
the interest of the people. 

“However,” deelared Mr. Parker, 
“Tl voted for the amendment to the 
corporation act that authorized the 
department of agriculture to loan 10 
per cent of the corporation’s capital 
stock to farmers for the purpose of 
planting their 1932 ¢rops.” 

In outlining his stand for govern- 
mental economy, he said that during 
the present session of congress he had 
advocated a reduction .of 25 per cent 
in all appropriations, including : the 
appropriation for the pay of .con- 
gressmen. “I believe members of con- 
gress should have redeced their own 
salaries before they undertook to. ef- 
fect economies in the departments,” 
he declared.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 24.—(4)—

NEW YORK, May 24.—(/)— 
Stocks wilted today under weight of 
larger offerings which found buyers 
still willing to await lower prices. 

Volume was nearly double yester- 
day's, but that meant a turnover of 
only 981,997 shares. For a time 
weakness was selective, being concen- 
trated in utilities, foods and tobaccos, 
but it eventually spread to other 
groups, including the rails. Net losses 
of 1 to 3 points were numerous. 


Lack of buying interest could prob- 
ably be ascribed to the negative char- 
acter of the day’s news.
